Young had a weak heart 
and was n.oit fit to do heavy work. 
Clr. Lang .moved that the Council 
continue the allowance of $25.00 
per month as to such time that a 
Mr. Young should do better, or 
a further rajofion regarding 
same from the Council. Motion 
carried. 

Road Diverrsions: W. Cargill 
road diversion on the East side 
of 35-43-1 w4th., as plan submitt¬ 
ed in July 18th meeting, Clr Tun- 
ney moved that the Council had 
inspected the plan, hint that the 
road appropriation for 1925 
would not permit the Council 
taking on any new road work 
this 1 season. Motion Carried. 

Mr. Hass, road diversion on 
South of 24-43-2 4 4th., Particu¬ 
lars brought up at the July 18th 
meeting Clr Lang moved that 
we offer Mr. Hass One hundred 
and fifty dollars ($150) as 'full 
settlement, for land taken, dam¬ 
ages to land, fencing interest and 
vaid. Motion Carried. 

Gordon pd Stanley Cunning¬ 
ham, for land taken for road. 
Clr. Meurin moved that the taxes 
on the four acres be applied on 
1925 taxes, that they he given an 
allowance on the 1923, 1924 and 
1925 taxes for the four acres tak¬ 
en. Motion Carried. 

Re: Bridge across Ribstone 
Creek, between -sections 31 and 
3!6, township 44, ranges 1 and 2. 

Mr. Naylor reported that the 
approaches to this: bridge were 
washed away, and that the bridge 
was low at one side. Clr. Meurin 
tmjoved that this be referred to 
Reeve Ferguson for attention. 
Motion carried.

MAIN FEATURES OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES PACT 


The following are the main 
features of the natural resources 
agreement. 

1. All crown lands, mines, min¬ 
erals and royalties formerly ad¬ 
ministered by the dominion to be 
administered bj| the province of 
Alberta, the province to get the 
revenue therefrom. 

2. In lieu of an accounting, 
continuation of the federal sub¬ 
sidy! of $562,500 per annum for 
another three years, this sum be¬ 
ing considered sufficient to en¬ 
able the province to. meet the out¬ 
lay necessarry to carry out the 
terms >f the agreement. 

3. Transfer to the province of 
its share of the school land fund. 

4. All fishery rights in provin¬ 
cial waters to be vested in the 
province, the crown to retain, 
however, its interest in tin4 wat¬ 
ers under the Northwest Irriga¬ 
tion 4ct of 1898. 

5. Indian reisrves to be re¬ 
tained in the jurisdiction of the 
dojminion government, the prov¬ 
ince to set aside from its crown 
land any additional lands requir¬ 
ed to enable the dominion gov- 
ernment to carry out its treaty 
obligations. 

6. Soldier settlement lands up¬ 
on which any advance has been 
made by the dominion govern¬ 
ment under the Soldier’s Settle¬ 
ment Act to he retained by the 
domnon government. 

7. Cooking Lake for e st reserve 
including mines, minerals and 
fishery rights, to be retained by 
the dominion government. Other 
reserves as per schedule A to. be 
retained by the dominion govern¬ 
ment, including fishery rights, 
but not mines and minerals.

OIL RISING STEADILY 
AFTER CONTINUOUSLY 
PUMPING AT B.P.3 WELL 

Shares And Leases Rising In 
Price: Gas Contract Let 


The British Petroleum No. 3 
well pours out a continuous 
streram of high grade oil through 
a three inch pipe. Now that the 
pump has been in full blast for 
the past few days and nights, the 
volume of oil in the well has very 
steadily increased, evidently this 
is caused by the suction of, the 
pump- drawing the choking sands 
from the perforated pipe at the 
bottom of the well. 

It s certainly invigorating to 
se e the steady stream of this high 
grade oil pouring continuously 
through c a three inch pipe; and 
als ■> to know that instead of 
pumping the well dry, the oil has 
steadily risen in the twenty-three 
hundred feet of eight inch pipe. 

We learn that the British Petro¬ 
leum stock -has jumped to thirty- 
five cents on the open market. 
Wainwriglit Dome is at fifty cent 
a share, and Interior at twenty- 
five cents. 

Imperial Oil officials are again 
her e on the ground, among whom 
we notice Mr. Applegate and Mr. 
W. McAdams, which fact, in it¬ 
self is quite significant. 

Oil leases have taken a jump 
with prices ranging fo-rm five to 
fifty dollars per acre, according 
to location. 

In regard to the Maple Leaf 
company, we understand that Mr. 
R. Wiliams, the managing dir¬ 
ector, has issued a statement that 
a contract has been made with 
the Wainwright gas company to 
supply natural gas for the town 
of Wainwright. 

Mr. Williams says that No. 1 
well has an ample supply oif gas 
foir the purpose, while the new 
contract will greatly assist the 
company in its drilling operations 
at No. 2 well which is to be car¬ 
ried on at oncte. 

The rocking beam of the stann- 
ard rig at the Interior company’s 
well at the edge of town is still 
“going merrily” and according 
to Manager Fred Beresford the 
indications of this hale bringing 
in a full production are being 
continually verified. 

The log of the well is showing 
a great similarity to the B.P. 
drillings and it will possibly not 
be long ere a strike is made at 
this site. The work is proceeding 
without a hitch of! any kind now 
and the several stratas being 
reached all give great promise of 
this being the next real well. 


NEW HOMESTEAD RECORD

OUR SHORT STORY 

THE KING OF THE 

CLEARWATER

Visiting a little known valley”far 
from the haunts of men, a British, 
Columbian timber cruiser encountter-* 
ed a solitary trapper who told him 
the remarkable story which. is here 
set fotrh: the story of a man who 
claimed the wilderness for his own, 
and was willing to go to any lengths 
to keep out intruders upon his domain 


The Clearwater is a wild, mountain-* 
ous section, only partly explored, si- 
uated about sixty miles west of the 
North Tompson river, in the eastern 
half of central British Columbia. Tho 
Clearwater river, a very turbulent 
stream, flows due south from Clear¬ 
water Lakes, and empties into tho 
North Thompson about one hundred 
miles north of Kamloops. The counn 
try can be entered only along a nar¬ 
row pack-trail whidh has recently 
been put in by the Forest Branch of 
B. C. Provincial Department of 


Lands. 

Old Herman, who figures in the nar¬ 
rative, trapped wild country 

for years, and regarded it as his own 

By profession I am a “timber cruis¬ 
er’’ locating, staking,' and taking the 
topograghy of sections of country co¬ 
vered with saleable timber’ Three 
years ago I visitea the Clearwater 
valley and the tops of the mountains 
on either side. On this trip I dis¬ 
covered six hitherto uncharted lakes 
and also met Louds Lachelle, a French- 
Canadian trapper who told me the 
facts of the story which I have here 
set down. A year ago Lachelle was 
found dead in one of his cabins by a 
wanderring prospector. 


In a land of strong men, Louis La¬ 
chelle was the strongest. They mar¬ 
velled at the way he built his cabins 
rolling and placing the heavy green 
pine logs unaided. From his home he 
journeyed south some three hundred 
miles, following the edges of creeks 
and rivers, scaling high mountains, 
and enduring all the hardsips of the 
trail, looking for new trapping ground. 
Limping painfully through the thick 
jack-pine underbrush, he staggered 
at last to an old dis-used trail. He 
was tired and weak, his face bore the 
tired expression which comes of pri¬ 
vations long endured. He was heav¬ 
ily burdened, with a large pack strap¬ 
ped on his shoulders. A “tamp line" 
passed across his forehead helped to 
support the weigthy load. From a well 
stocked cartridge belt dangled a Colt 
revolver, and he carried a rifle. He 
He walked in a stooped posture, his 
head held forward and his eyes bent 
upon the ground. 

Lachelle t had come from "on top" 
and had travelled for days without en¬ 
countering fresh meat.

ed the silence.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


modern schools, as has been done 
by the London educational au¬ 
thorities, a guarantee in itself of 
success in imparting education. 
Neither again, has the compila¬ 
tion of an elaborate curriculum 
attained the object we all wish to 
see. In fact it almost appears 
that the more ambitious the cur¬ 
riculum the less success- is attain¬ 
ed in educational work in the 
public, or elimientary city schools 
with their manifold variety of 
subjects, are plarihed with the 
idea that in a certain time a cer¬ 
tain amount of knowledge mal be 
imparted by the teachers and ab¬ 
sorbed by the pupils. But teach¬ 
ers and pupils, like the rest of us. 
are human beings; and not con¬ 
forming to a set scientific formu¬ 
la, we fail to accomplish the de¬ 
sired purpose. 

W e cannot refrain from reiter¬ 
ating our ever-growing convic¬ 
tion that the time has arrived 
when we should regard our pub¬ 
lic schools simjpjy as elementary 
schools; and recognizing that the 
most we can hope to accomplish 


The results obtained by the 
pu<pil s and teachers o(fl the Chau- 
vin public and high schools in the 
recent departmental examination 
are very far from satisfactory. 

In reviewing these results it is 
entirely misleading to contend 
that th e papers set were difficultf 
or that, the markers were too 
drastic. The reverse is true. 

Any examination paper, quite 
properly, is a test of the know¬ 
ledge and intelligence of the pu¬ 
pil insofar as th e subject dealt 
with is concerned. The margin 
of marks required to /pass is low 
enoughg^^^^^iiith; being fifty 

^ __ aggregate, and 

not less than thirty four per cent 
in any subject. 

In this connection it is interest 
ing to note that The Woolwich 
Independent (London, England) 
in its issue dated, Friday July 26 
1925, says editorially :—* 1 After 
considerably more than half a 
half a century of free education, 
costing millions of money per an¬ 
num, the standard of education 


is such that appalling is the only 
adjective that can adequately be 
applied to it. Children are today 
being turned out of our element¬ 
ary schools in a state that is no 
credit to the system, whatever 
the cause may be. Boys and 
girls apply for jobs and fail to 
pass even the most rudimentary 
test. Their handwriting is vile, 
they “boggle” over any word of 
over three syllables 'whmh is out 
of the ordinary conversational 
run, and when it comes to arith¬ 
metic they are gravely at a loss.” 

The conditions- above spoken of 
apparently prevail under the re¬ 
gime of the London educational 
authority, a very thorough going 
body which spent about four 
time s Of money per pupil than do 
the educational authorities in 
France. The amount of money, 
therefore, spent upon education 
is not the determining factor as 
to the success attained in the 
class rooms and at examination 
time.

GOOD RECORD 


Have you heard of the Chauvin 
Basketball Girls, Off course you 
have. But how much do you 
know about them? That’s differ¬ 
ent, but here are a few facts re¬ 
garding what they have done. 

Not so many years ago basket¬ 
ball at our sports days was not 
heard of. Basketball was little 
played, mostly at school. As the 
teams improved they decided to 
include basketball in the sports.

THE PEACE RIVER RAILWAY 


In the short adjourned session 
of the Legislature held the past 
week, the matter of the leasing of 
tlhe E.D. and B.C. railway was 
dealt with. Premier Grenfield ex¬ 
plained that the Royal Bank, as 
holders of the common stock on 
the railway, had refused to con¬ 
sent to a lease of the line to any 
railway company before settle¬ 
ment of its claim aainst the road 
had been made, and that the bank 
asked $2,000, 1 000 in settlement of 
these claims. He announced that 
the government would not re¬ 
commend the payment of this 
amount. Later in the session it 
was announced that the hank had 
reduced its price to $1,700,000, 
but the government still is op¬ 
posed to accepting this. 

The premier also tabled the of¬ 


fers for the leasing of the rail¬ 
way made by the C.P.R. and C. 
N.R. The C.P.R. offers to take a 
lease of seven years at a yearly 
rental of $60,000 and to put prai¬ 
rie passenger and freight rates 
into effect, bpt declares that if 
any competing line is built into 
the country it desires the right 
to cancel th e lease by six months 
notice. 

The C.N.R. asks a lease for 
twelve years at a rental of one 
dollar a year and half the net 
profits, and also agrees to put the 
prairie rate,si into* effect. Regard¬ 
ing th e building of a coast out¬ 
let, the C.NJ[R. president states 
this is to be left to the future, 
but that, the directors might con¬ 
sider building tihe outlet when 
the export grain production 
along t'ie line reaches 10,000,000 
bushels for three years in succes¬ 
sion. 

The engineers of both roads 
reported that the building of an 
outlet to the coast at the present 
time is too prohibitive in cost. 

In the case of eother company 
leasing the line, the province 
would continue to pay fixed 
charges Both, railway companies 
make temporary offers to operate 
the road until the government 
can come to an agreement with 
the Royal Bank. 

The provincial government is 
continuing its negotiations with 
the Royal Bank.

The province of Alberta will 
present a united front to the 
Railway Commission on the ques¬ 
tion of freight rates when that 
body commences its general in 
vestigation into the question. 

At a conference hield in Edmon¬ 
ton at the instance of , the Alber¬ 
ta Government, at which repre¬ 
sentatives of the Boards of Trade 
of Edmonton and Calgary and 
other interests wer e present, the 
following general points were de¬ 
cided upon for presentation to 
to the Commission. Alberta’s

i (1) That the standard of 'mile¬ 
age freight tarriff scale should as 
far as> possible be on the same 
basis all over Canada. 

(2) That the distributing town 
tarriffs should continue as at 
present, namely, 85 per cent, of 
the standard mileage basis in the 
West. 

(3) That the charge for any 
commodity from Eastern Canada 
to Calgary and Edmonton should 
not be greater than that charged 
from the sam epoints to Vancou¬ 
ver.

r POISON IVY 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

Year after year as folks fare 
forth to camp or summer cottage 
interest in pioison ivy revives. 
Many 1 have yet to learn to recog¬ 
nize these low, bushy, slightly 
woody-stemmed plants, rising 
from long rootstocks oa or just 
‘ below ground level, and bearing 
leaves of triple, smexothish, point¬ 
ed leaflets, and frequently the 
old clusters of round, whitish 
fruits beneath them. 

Failing to recognize and avoid 
the plants,, many people, suscept¬ 
ible to poisoning, find themselves 
presently intere,sited in remedies. 
Few seem ‘ tp be aware that on 
contact w>th the 'weed, or even 
with shoes, twis, etc., that have 
been in contact, they 1 should 
^rompty remov e all traces 0.13 its 
virulent oil by freely lathering 
the skin with strong soap, and 
rinsing under hot running, or 
constantly changed water. In¬ 
flammation resulting from un¬ 
suspected exposure, or neglect of 
th e above precautions, may 1 be re¬ 
lieved by applying solutions of 
baking soda or Epsom salts, one 
or two teaspioonfuls to a cup of 
water and bandaging. Various 
elaborate treatments are offered 
which : rc seldom any more help- 
flul, or so readily available. 

It is surprising how few efforts 
are made to, clean up ivy from 
constantly frequented public* and 
private grounds. Though eradi¬ 
cation is bound to be laborious, 
there are plenty of people ‘who 
or rocky ground, whereber injury 
to the soil does not matter,, -dry 
to the* soil does nlot matter;*'dri- 
salt or strong brin e might be ap¬ 
plied befor e growth becomes too 
dense, or after mowing it with a 
scythe. Caustic soda and other 
'poisonous chemicals are also re 
commended. As a rul e however, 
direct removal olfi the root-stocks 
from t(he soil, by means iof (grub¬ 
bing hoe, potato hook, digging or 
ploughing, when passible, is pre¬ 
ferable. Sonetimes when grow¬ 
ing 1 in leaf mold ot rich soil, as¬ 
tonishingly long strands of root- 
stdciks con be dragged out intact. 
This is most safely and easily 
done before spiring growth com¬ 
mences. Small patches* have thus 
been cleared up at *one operation 
which would have required re¬ 
peated spraying. 

A. SIMPLE METHOD 

OF DEALING WITH 
RETAINED PLACENTA 

. (Experimental Farms Note) 

The cause of retained after¬ 
birth is not definitely known, 
but it is generally assumed that 
it is associated with contagious 
abortion, inasmuch as these two 
diseases are quite often co-exist¬ 
ent in the sam e herd. The animal 
which retains* the placenta should 
therefore be considered as a sus¬ 
picious ab'orter and be given 
special isolation and treatment as 
such. 

Formerly, the practice has 
been to remove tb e afterbirth by 
manual manipulation. This often 
has resulted in torn parts, sub¬ 
sequent infection and death. 
Latterly, re cioimin ended treatment 
has heen as follows: If aniihnal is 
healthy and weather fairly cool, 
wait for 48 hours, then apply 
gentle traction. If the placenta 
still does not come away readily,
